(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hodgson et al. (US 6,410,220). 

These claims are drawn to methods comprising: amplifying at least two 
sequences from a target template(s) using primers having a recognition sequence for a 
class IIS restriction endonuclease; cleaving amplified products with the class IIS 
restriction endonuclease to produce nucleic acid fragments; and ligating the fragments 
to produce a nucleic acid comprising continuous sequence of interest. Nucleic acid 
molecules obtained by such a method are also claimed. 

The claimed methods and nucleic acids are clearly disclosed by Hodgson et al. 
including all of the limitations of the dependent claims; see especially columns 3-9, 18- 
19, and 37-40. 
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2. (e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sorge et al. (US 6,261,797). 

These claims are drawn to a method as described above, wherein at least two 
template nucleic acids are used. 

Sorge et al. clearly discose the claimed methods; see especially Fig. 1 , columns 
1-3, columns 5-8, and column 12. 

3. No claims are free of the prior art. 

4. Stemmer (US 5,514,568) is made of record as a reference of interest. EP 1 130 
092, which discloses the same invention as that of the instant application but is not prior 
art, is also made of record as a reference of interest.
